Ursiiv, November 23.— The fend that ha* 
lately broken out between the Hons*, Catholic 
Church and the Prinoes of Sottlh <lermany, in 
whose territories the diocess of the Upper Rhine 
" <itu«t«d, hu already brought the conflicting; 
parties to the i-r.cn is,, of the farther extremities 
of administrative power, uid must «■ drive 
them on to actual deeds of violence, if tha inter, 
wention of a foreign power, which haa already 
Wn offered, doea not succeed in everting these 
further erile. It in the old alary of the str-iagl* 
betwewi the Church mi the Bute for supremacy, 
■nd consists in * series of alternate encroach- 
ments of the one power on the other ever tines 
the peace of Wettphilia in 1612, which was 
iiinpeiMd at tie lime to have nettled everything 
of the tort in the uiott satisfactory manner 
The fundamental articles of the Confederation 
of the Rhine, and lutiiequfntly of the Germanic 
Confederation, only provided for the mutual 
relatione of Iho different religious confemion. 
reeopiiited by the various Slates, leaving the 
claims of the Chorch to total or partial indepen- 
dence within their territories untouched. After 
various attempla had been made in 1807, during 
the Confederation of the Hhiiie, to accommodate 
these conflicting interests, the delegates of a 
number of Protestant States met in IBIS, and 
drew up a series of resolutions for the observance 
of the representative, of the ipiritual tnd lem- 
poral authorities ; but thit arrangement wit 
rejected by the I'ope, a. conceived loo eielu. 
sively in the intereat of the origins, 
torn, Subsequently, in Itr21, the Pope, 
after lenglhy attempts at arrangement with 
the various Sovereign* interested, issued his 
bull rjiwiirn suWrrijur, in which Ihe present 
ecclesiastical province of the L'pper Rhine was 
constituted, confuting of the bishoprics of 
Freiburg, Rothimbcrg, Hamberjr, Ma'ni, and 
Fitlda. in the territories of Baden Wurlembern, 
both Hesten, Nassau, Frankfort, and the Princi- 
palities ofllohemollem. As this boll, however, 
contained many point* not agreed to by the 
lariout Uovernmrnta of the States interested, 
they ptolested against many of it« provisions, 
and prepared among thermae Uei to enter into a 
ipeciea of treaty, offensive and defensive, in 
ecclesiastical matters | in consequence of which 
the provitiona of the bull were never carried 
into eitcntion. 

It was not till the year 1B2T that anything; 
approaching to an agreement wa, arrived at: 
and the bull rasf ditminiei jrrryV* i-*F,fnf/iVi;M, con- 
sisting of aix article*, win issued. The first 
four, concerning the free election of bishops, 
with n right of prcrioua eiception on the part 
of tho Sovereign, »m agreed to fully by the 
Governmenti- but the two others, providing foT 
the ereclion of a Catholic Seminary for redo, 
elastic* in every see, and for unrestricted inler- 
courst with Home, were protested against. 
After having obtained from the Vatican an ac- 
knowledgment- or the protest, and t declaration 
that it did aot look on the Sovereigns as bound 
by these, two last article*, the Governments 
agreed to publish the bull, reserving to them- 
aelvet the right to make further provisions 
for the the protection of the Sovereign's 
supremacy. Thi* they did in the commence- 
ment of 1810, when an edict iu handed 
to the bishops, which, while it secured to the 
Bomisb Church the free exercise of its religion 
and the public eierciae of its worship on a foot, 
ing of perfect equality with all other recognited 
eonfeeeions. contained a series of provisions, 
intended to provide for the a nprcmacy of the 
Slate, but of too irksome a character for the 
Church willingly to accede to. The Pope, 
therefore, in the middle of the same year, issued 
■ breve to the bishop* of the diocefi of the 
Upper Rhine, protesting against these irkaoine 
atiorw. and calling upon them to oppose 
In apite, however, of this protest and this 
opposition, the edict of lollO remained tho law 
of the land. It U the provisions of this law of 
MSA which form the main object of attack in the 
present campaign of the Komiah Church in 
Baden. 

Twenty-one yeara subsequent to the date of 
that law, in 1841, the bishops of Ihe Upper 
Rhine diocess laid before the Governments of 
the Stales within their sect a claim for the repeal 
of the abovementioned obnoiiout provisions, as 
wall a* of certain other objectionable matters 
that had, in the lapse of lime, crept in. Although 
the fundamental principle which, pervaded this 
movement was moat ultramontane, and led 
direclly to the elevation of the Church over the 
State, the Governments, nevertheless, took the 
memorial into Consideration ; and eventually, in 
March of this year, repealed every really objec- 
tionable provision, and conceded to the Catholic 
Chorch liberty and independence lo the 
fullest extent that was cjmpatitile with the 
retention of the supremacy of the State. 
Inetead, however, of thankfully accepting 
tlj i* moat liberal meaaur* of concession— 
all that a State Government could con. 
cede — the Romish Church declared their claims 
not settled hy the concessions tif the Govern- 
ments ; that theso concession* were influenced 
by a principle which the head of the Church 
had repeatedly and solemnly pronounced to he 
anti. Catholic, and opposed to right, and there- 
fore perfectly inadmisaablc ; that there was no 
real interest or actual right of the States to 
hinder the concession of the claims put forward ; 
that their claim* had reference only to porilive, 
clear, and well founded rights ; and therefore 
that laey would moat energetically oppose thin 
control of the Governments, and forthwith pro- 
ceed to overt acta involving the point* in crea- 
tion— via., the exercise of thoaa rights they 
claimed from the State, and thia, too, in open 
defiance of the Sute'e refusal to grant them 
those rights." By w doing they reduced to a 
nullity and nonentity those very QoTernmenta 
to which they had a worn fidelity and obedience ; 
they declared the right of the Church lo be a 
divine right, superior to that of the State. "We 
most obey God rather than matt. Human laws 
must be subordinated to divine laws, but the 
latter moat never bend to the Former." Thia is 
the essence of the replies made by the five 
bishops of the diocess or the Upper Rhine to 
their respective Government on April 12, and 
by the Archbishop of Fricburg to the Govern- 
ment or Baden on July 10. 

In pun us nee of the course of conduct nn. 
Bounced in the abovementioned documents, the 
Archbishop of Freiburg proceeded lo present 
to several livings just then vacant without Ural 
obtaining the approbation of the State for the 
incumbent. This waa met by a nulice from the 
Government that tho priests so entering on their 
livings will be expelled the country. The 
archbishop then proceeded lo threaten with ex- 
rommnrjication all the members of the Supreme 
Sjnod ^OfrrrftrrAenriirfl}, which hat been ap. 
pointed by the Government, In addition to the 
above, in a variety 0 f miner acts of a mixed 
nature, the participation of the secular power 
was excluded ; to that the Government, after 
repeated warnings, proceeded on the 7tb iust., 
to appoint a lay coadjutor lo the arahbiahop, 
wttkeut whose srjsrcr, under his seal and sign*, 
tun, no aichiepiacopal act should be tcknow. 
ledged by the Government as valid. The 
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jutor w„ permitted to make known his mission 
to the archbishop and chapter in due form, but 
has not been allowed, on any siibsennrni occa- 
•ion, to be present at any meeting lor the 
transaction or business. The archbishop, after 
conference with his chapter, ha* announced to 
the Government that he persists in bit claims, 
has as yet done nothing that encroaches on the 
■tfpremacy of the Sovereign, and make* a num- 
ber of protestations of unflinching loyalty and 
obedience to his Piince. This he follows up. 
oh tbt 14th instant, by excommunicating the 
member* or the Obfrkirchenrath that hid been 
appointed by hie Prince for Ihe better supervision 
of Ihe Church, and also Ihe lay commissioner 
deputed to control him in Ihe exercise of hie 
function*. The canon who nerved the sentence 
of excommunication on the coreunistioncr ban 
been fined by him repeatedly for his infraction 
of the law, by obstructing, on official in the dis- 
charge ol his duty, anii the chnplains n" o pro 
claimed the sentence of c v com munira lion from 
the pulpit at Freiburg and Carlsruhe have hven 
sentenced to two month*' imprisonment. The 
•rchbithop d«|irives the ecclesisaties who oppose 
him of their sacred office J the government visits 
it* aniagonisis with 'priiation of their 
temporalities. In the meantime, the 
government axerti itself to wa,rn the 
inferior clergy against following the 
example or their rsnitcnt superiors, and promises 
all species of protection and support U) thote who 
obey the power* that be ," while the church 
doors or ths diocess, and even some in Havarii, 
bear notices of special services to be held and 
prayers to be put up for Holy Mother Church in 
her present deep distress and desolation. Thete 
has been some Ulk oT tho archbisho|i'a flying 
for refuge from thia persecution into the Prin- 
cipality of Hohcnirjllcrn, which now belongs 
to Ihe Xing of Ptustis, whose "elevated wisdom" 
in his treatment of the Catholic Church in. his 
dominion*, the archbishop hold* out to the 
Grand Duke of lUden as an enmple to be fol- 
lowed by him. It is believed here, however, that 
hi* Grace will not meet with any t'ocoumge- 
menl in his refrjetory proceedings at the hands 
of Fried ri ch Wilh elm IV. On lb* other hand, 
A uslri* ha* offered her mediation between the 
connicting parties, and it appear* to have been 
accepted. To which side such an impartial 
umpire, or daysman, is likely lo lead, may be 
inferred from the circumstance* that the official 
Wiener Zrittmg has already eipreased itself in 
fivour of the I'.piscnpal party while the contlict 
waa only in the preliminary stages, and that 
Austria cultivates an influence in the Protectant 
Stales of the South of Germany, and even in 
Prussia, by nulling herself forward as She pro- 
tector and champi.m of the Romish Church. At 
the Itle Vienna Conference of the rario us Ca- 
tholic societies in Austria, it wis a tubject of 
the Grand Ilukc of Baden, Professor Sutjl, or 
Heildelherg, ihe president of the conference, 
who closed his add res* w itb the words," SSMm 
far uqpmtorrm im'lrnm /''rancimim JouphvmJ' 
alluding to the Kmperors of Austria a* tho real 
defenders of the faith- 

The last step taken in (hit struggle, which 
reminds one of the times of Hildebrandl, is the 
publication, taat Sunday, of a pastoral letter 
from the archbishop, which contains, in addition 
to a somewhat one sided historical statement of 
the subject matter of the conflict, a few axioms 
which may be interesting to the Government 
or any land in which the Romish Church 
haa any fixed hierarchy— for instance, that 
Christianity teaches u* lo render obedience to 
the authorities only in things permitted, but 
that it it not permitted to infringe the rights of 
the Catholic Church j tb»t it is a tin not to 
obey the archbishop is thia mailer. On the 
part of the Ooremment an edict ha* been 
published for the expulsion of the Jesuit* from 



the country, giving them only ten day's notice 
to quit, 

A* may be expected, the feeling among the 
people, and even among the clergy, is divided. 
Among the Latter, Ih* elder priests are, for the 
moat part, avene to the agitation, bat the 
younger arc impelled by aeal for their Church 
and a desire of proferment for themselves ; it it 
they, at the instigation of the Vatican, who are 
making use of the Archbishop of Freiburg, an 
aged feeble man of SO odd, as their tool. One

Mr. Moyd dettred to In rite ittentioa to a few 
facia. In (Lit firtt place, the Kaeort Company 
during the pnit year had brought down to 
Sydney from the Ovem, nnd 01 hen cf the 
Southern gold digginga, gold.duit to (he value 
of half-A-million iterling. Thit, however, 
had been done at the Ion already itated. 
Since the lit o[ Jtnngty of the prerent 
year, to the present date, treiaure 
to the amount of £}:fil,iniii had been 
brought down ; mi he had the utmo.t eonti- 
dencc in r«h alating thit gold-datt to 
the amount of one and a half million 
sterling would be tmnamltted to Sydney before 
December next, if lhe Eicort Coin puny perie- 
vend in their opoTilioni. Uc fell itanred that 
the luigialaiure wjuld not only confirm the rc- 
cotnmendalion of the Kxeeutiee for 1 gTant o:

Mr. David Jonca uid that, wilh reference to 
the large amount of gold brought down b) the 
Compgny'i cirr: ft :.'(■-. he believed that the tiinkt 
were lhe only pirlica who hit! benefitted hy thia 
mean, of Iransminion. Supposing five million., 
in place of half a million, had been tent down 
li Sydney lut year from (ho Southern digginga, 
for shipment to London or Liverpool, (the 
Bank* being the chief purchaten or eontigneai,} 
whit benefit would il have been to the 
colonisti at large ? He deiired lo ituto 
bi. opinion, thul if Lite Etteculive Government 
proposed, and the Legialative Council granted, 
the sum inked for by tha Director* of 
thin Company on alleged public ground*, 
great injuitiee would ^e dona to the colonial* At 
large.
